The  Annual  Report  of  the  Police  Department  is  herewith  respectfully 
submitted  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1951. 

The  overall  strength  of  the  Police  Department  was  636  as  of  December 
31,  1951.  Of  this  number  54  were  civilian  personnel  detailed  to  clerical, 
communications  and  other  related  duties.  During  the  year  64  were  added 
to  the  department;  18  retired  on  regular  service  pension;  19  retired  for 
other  reasons;  G  died  in  service  and  24  men  were  on  military  leave.  The 
national  average  for  cities  of  over  250,000  population  based  on  the  1950 
census  was  2.18  police  employees  per  1,000  inhabitants.  The  Minneapolis 
average  is  1.22  which  indicates  a  continuing  critical  personnel  shortage. 
The  City  Council  authorized  an  additional  75  men.  when  and  if  funds  be- 
came available,  to  partially  correct  this  situation  but  due  to  a  critical  budget 
deficiency  this  addition  never  materialized.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  1952 
budget  hearings  that  available  funds  will  be  found  to  give  the  Police  De- 
partment ihis  badly  needed  help. 

In  spite  of  the  foregoing  facts  Minneapolis  again  won  the  first  place 
award  in  the  National  Safety  Council  Contest  based  on  traflic  death  rates. 
This  is  the  third  consecutive  year  Minneapolis  has  won  this  honor. 

S;atistics  taken  from  the  F.B.I.  Uniform  Crime  Reports  show  that  Minna- 
apolis  is  also  maintaining  its  very  favorable  position  in  the  national  crime 
picture.

Major  crime  increased  in  urban  areas  in  the  United  States  by  5.2  per 
cent  in  1951.  A  nation-wide  increase  of  15.3  per  cent  in  auto  theft  and 
7.1  per  cent  increase  in  larcenies  contributed  to  this  overall  increase  in 


ma'or  crime.  Minneapolis  shows  a  marked  decrease  in  all  forms  of  major 
crime  with  the  exception  of  auto  theft  where  an  increase  of  approximately 
25%  is  shown.  The  table  above  indicates  however,  that  Minneapolis  is  well 
below  the  national  raie  for  cities  in  our  population  class  in  a'l  categories 
of  major  crime. 

In  1951  there  were  2,S27  cases  assigned  to  the  Detective  Bureau  of 
which  1,312  were  closed  for  a  percentage  of  44.8%.  This  compares  with  2  993 
cases  assigned  in  1950  of  which  1,324  were  closed  for  a  percentage  of  44.2%- 

Minneapolis  has  never  in  its  history  been  in  a  more  favorable  position 
with  regards  to  vice.  Liquor,  gambling,  dens  and  sex  violations  are  at  an 
all  time  low.  The  Vice  Squad  under  E.  I.  "Pat"  Walling  again  gained  a 
record  393  convictions  in  399  arrests  for  a  percentage  of  98.5%- 

The  remodeling  and  reorganization  program  which  began  in  March  1951 
is  expected  to  be  completed  by  May  1952.  A  new  Crime  Prevention  Bureau 
will  take  the  place  of  the  Juvenile  and  Women's  Division  and  this  centraliza- 
tion is  expected  to  add  greatly  to  the  efficiency  of  the  officers  assigned  to 
that  work.  The  new  Central  Complaint  Room  is  expected  to  be  in  operation 
by  May  15,  1952.  All  the  offices  of  the  Department  in  the  Court  House  will 
be  completely  remodeled  and  modernized  to  the  betterment  of  efficient 
police  work  and  public  relations. 

The  Commendation  Dinner  program  was  continued  with  great  success 
during  1951.  Foriy-two  officers  and  their  wives  were  honored  at  these  din- 
ners sponsored  by  civic  minded  organizations  in  the  city.  Without  exception 
the  sponsors  have  requested  further  participation  and  it  is  felt  that  public 
relations  have  been  greatly  fostered  by  ihese  monthly  events. 

The  Police  Reserve  of  the  Civil  Defense  program  made  good  progress 
during  the  year.  Approximately  500  volunteers  have  received  extensive 
training  and  are  available  for  call  in  the  event  of  any  ma'or  disasters.  An 
additional  400  men  are  now  receiving  basic  training  and  by  the  end  of 
1952  a  trained  Police  Reserve  of  900  men  should  be  available. 

During  the  past  year  a  Polygraph  or  lie  defector,  was  added  to  our 
equipment  and  an  officer  sent  to  Chicago  for  a  course  of  training  in  its 
operation.  This  officer  is  at  present  instructing  other  key  personnel  in  the 
use  of  this  equipment. 

Many  advancements  have  been  made  in  the  efficiency  of  the  Depart- 
ment during  recent  years  but  there  is  much  room  for  improvement.  Furthe: 
improvement  however,  is  going  to  be  greatly  dependent  on  the  availability 
of  additional  funds  and  personnel. 

Much  credit  for  improvements  in  the  Department  facilities  must  b. 
given  to  the  Mayor's  Office.  Many  of  the  improvements  made  would  havi  ^ 
been  impossible  without  your  cooperation  and  help.  I  want  to  express  m-  ; 
personal  appreciation  as  well  as  that  of  the  Department  for  your  understand  ' 


ing  of  our  problems  and  assistance.  I  also  wish  to  express  the  appreciation 
of  the  entire  Department  for  the  cooperation  it  has  received  from  the  Ciiy 
Council,  Building  Commission  and  other  City  Departments  as  well  as  the 
press,  radio  and  other  civil  organizations.  It  is  my  belief  that  the  Depart- 
ment's public  relations  have  never  been  on  a  higher  plane.

Razor  blade  not  marked, 
both  placed  in  evidence  envelope.  Numerous  photos  taken,  photos  at  Morgue  10:55 
A.M.  Returned  to  house  at  3:30  P.M.  and  recovered  a  pipe  wrench  and  ballpeen 
hammer  from  under  the  bathtub.  3:50  P.M. 

August  3,  1951 — 2412  E.  24th  Street.  Scene  of  fight  between  Arthur  Houck  and  Wm. 
Stickney.  Stickney  died  as  a  result  of  this  fight.  One  photo  made  showing  yard. 

October  23,  1951 — Received  call  at  home  5:55  A.M.  Homicide  and  fire  at  1604  Chicago 
Avenue.  Arrived  6:07  A.M.  and  met  by  Kaminski,  Detective  Miller,  J.  Meagher, 
Detective  Ondrey,  et  al.  Body  lying  on  left  side  facing  north  v/all  in  bed  which 
had  been  burned.  Tight  portion  of  ear  torn  or  cut  off.  Large  gash  in  head  with  brains 
protruding.  Room  is  about  6x9  furnished  with  a  bed,  dresser  and  shelf.  Shelf  at 
south  end  of  room  with  hanging  curtain  as  a  clothes  closet.  Several  photos.  J.  Hart- 
man,  occupant  of  room,  taken  to  city  jail.
